The  Global  Rundown

The  Numbers 


300  miles  - Distance  from  the  site  of  an  accidental  spill  of  mine  waste  on 
the  Animas  River  in  Colorado  to  Lake  Powell,  which  sits  at  the  head  of 
the  Colorado  River.  Officials  say  that,  based  on  their  calculations,  the 
plume  of  waste  has  reached  the  lake.  The  lake,  which  holds  more  than  4 
trillion  gallons  of  water,  is  undergoing  testing.
